Polls Face Staff Shortage 


Officials worry lack of volunteers may lead to voting delays 


SAN JOSE, CALIF. I A shortage of at least 
500,000 poll workers across the United 
States means many voters could face long 
lines, cranky volunteers, polling places that 
don’t open or close on schedule and the 
chance that results won’t be known until 
long after the polls are closed. 

Roughly 1.4 million people have been 
trained to serve as poll workers on Tuesday, 
about the same as four years ago, according 
to the U.S. Election Assistance Commission. 
But nearly 2 million will be needed to deal 
with expected heavy turnout, huge numbers 


of first-time voters and unfamiliar touch- 
screen machines in hundreds of counties. 

Desperate for workers, the Election 
Assistance Commission urged businesses and 
federal agencies to give volunteers the day off 
with pay to staff the polls. But as the last dead- 
line for training new workers passed Friday, 
critical shortages remained in many states. 

The shortage is acute in urban areas where 
workers should be able to speak multiple lan- 
guages, including the District, New York City,

St. Louis, Chicago and Los Angeles. 

Election officials also are struggling to 
motivate volunteers : For every three poll work- 
ers trained, only two show up on election day. 

A looming threat for future elections, 
officials say, is that the most reliable volun- 
teers are retirees. The FAC estimates that 
the average poll worker is 72 years old. 

“Where’s the next generation of poll work- 
ers?” asked Kay J. Maxwell, president of the 
U.S. League of Women Voters. “We need pas- 
sion about this whole process and civic par- 
ticipation.” RACHEL KONRAD (AP)

WASHINGTON! Republicans remain 
favored to retain control of the 
Senate in Tuesday’s election, but 
Democratic hopes of moving into 
the majority have been bolstered by 
surprisingly tight races in a number 
of GOP strongholds. 

In perhaps the biggest surprise of 
the high- stakes battle, Republican 
Sen. Jim Running of Kentucky has 
found himself in a tough fight, with 
Democrats citing what they term 
his “declining mental health” as a 
reason to replace him. 

All 435 House seats are up for 
election, as they are every two years. 
Republicans are expected to retain 
their majority in the chamber, or 
even increase it. A redrawing of con- 
gressional districts in Texas, engi- 
neered by House Majority Leader 
Tom DeLay, R-Texas, could give the 
party a gain of six seats. 

Of the Senate’s 100 seats, 34 will 
be filled on Tuesday; Democrats 
now hold 19 of them, the GOP 15. 

Many of the seats Democrats are 
defending are in states that voted 
heavily for President Bush in 2000. 
Such is the case in South Dakota, 
where Republicans are hoping to 
make Senate Minority Leader Tom 
Daschle the first Senate leader to 
lose his seat in half a century. 

The Senate is now made up 
of 51 Republicans, 48 Dem- 
ocrats and one independent.

All Eyes on Battlegrounds 


Security a top theme as 
Bush, Kerry visit swing 
voters for final appeals 

M I A M 1 1 In the closing hours of their 
bitter campaign. President Bush and 
challenger Sen. John Kerry charged 
through the critical battlegrounds of 
Florida and Ohio on Sunday, going 
from hushed church services to rau- 
cous campaign rallies with prom- 
ises to keep America safe. 

Kerry said that if elected he 
would undertake an unprecedented 
“flurry of activity” to protect nation- 
al security that would include quick 
Cabinet appointments. “I’m going 


to make America safer and I have 
some very strong and real steps to 
take quite immediately to make that 
happen,” Kerry said in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 

Bush emphasized a similar 
theme. “If you believe America 
should fight the war on terror 
with all her might and lead with 
unwavering confidence,” the pres- 
ident said, “I ask you, come stand 
by me. 

“If you are a Democrat who 
believes your party has turned too 
far left in this year, I ask you, come 
stand with me,” Bush said. 

Strategists on both sides said 
Tuesday’s election likely will hinge 


on which party is successful in get- 
ting their voters to the polls after 
two vastly different and costly cam- 
paigns to increase turnout. 

A rash of polls suggested the race 
for the popular vote was essential- 
ly tied after the costliest political 
advertising campaign in history 
— more than $600 million spent 
by Bush, Kerry, their political par- 
ties and allied groups. 

A spate of new state polls also 
showed Bush and Kerry knotted in 
some of their top battleground tar- 
gets: Florida, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire and New Mexico.

Networks Prepare 
For Election Night 


After fiasco in 2000, 
television outlets put 
focus on voter process 

NEW YORK I Before 2000, the focus 
of television Election Night cover- 
age was pretty simple: Count votes 
as fast as you can and explain why 
people voted the way they did. 

Two trends in this year’s plans 
show the residual impact of hanging 
chads and blown calls. Networks are 
intent on following potential voter 
irregularities and laying bare their 
own decision-making processes as 
results flood in. 

ABC, CBS, NBC, Fox, PBS, CNN, 
Fox News Channel and MSNBC will 
all devote prime time to election 
results Tuesday night. Smaller net- 
works, like BET and MTV, have 
unprecedented coverage because 
of the interest in the race. 

Chip Reid will be stationed at 
the “Making Your Vote Count” desk 
at NBC News. ABC’s Jake Tapper 
will deliver “Ballot Watch” reports. 
Correspondents at CBS, Fox News 
Channel and CNN all have the same 


assignments: Comb the country for 
reports of potential fraud or disen- 
franchised voters. 

NBC is helping to finance a 
national voter help line. Civic 
responsibility is one motive; so is 
the hope it might tip the network off 
to trouble spots before its rivals. 

“After the election, the story 
will be about how broken the elec- 
tion system is,” NBC’s Tom Brokaw 
said. 

Networks also want to rebuild 
public confidence in their perfor- 
mance after the 2000 disaster. 
Broadcasters declared A1 Gore the 
winner in Florida, then rescinded it, 
giving Florida and the presidency 
to George Bush, and then had to 
wait several weeks before a court 
fight settled the outcome. 

ABC, CBS,NBC, CNN, FoxNews 
Channel and The Associated Press 
collaborated to construct a new 
exit polling system from scratch. 
After the primary season and sev- 
eral test runs, the participants 
expressed cautious optimism that 
things will work on Election Night.

Fallujah Talks in 'Final Phase’ 


PM Allawi braces country for expected assault 


BAGHDAD I Iraq’s interim prime min- 
ister on Sunday warned that efforts 
to resolve the standoff in Fallujah 
have entered their “final phase” and 
said he will not hesitate to launch 
“a military solution” to end Sunni 
insurgents’ hold over the city. 

In another city of Iraq’s stormy 
Sunni Triangle, a rocket slammed 
into the Sunubar FFotel in Tikrit 
late Sunday, killing 15 Iraqis, hos- 
pital officials said. Insurgents may 
have been aiming at a U.S. posi- 
tion, which was targeted by a sec- 


ond rocket. U.S. officials said no 
American casualties were reported. 

Clashes were also reported 
between U.S. forces and insur- 
gents in Ramadi, west of Fallujah, 
killing seven Iraqis and injuring 11, 
hospital officials said. 

Prime Minister Ayad Allawi ’s 
warning, delivered in a nationally 
televised news conference, occurred 
as U.S. forces prepare for a show- 
down with thousands of militants 
holed up in Fallujah. Allawi warned 
of civilian casualties, saying that if 


he orders an assault it would be with 
a “heavy heart,” because “there will 
be some loss of innocent lives.” 

U.S. and Iraqi commanders want 
to put down guerrillas before vital 
elections due to be held by Jan. 31. 

Allawi gave no deadline for talks 
with Fallujah city leaders to bear 
fruit, but he insisted they must hand 
over foreign fighters and allow Iraqi 
security forces to take control of the

Koizumi: Troops 
To Remain in Iraq 

TOKYO I Japanese leaders on Sunday 
insisted they would not cut short 
their troops’ deployment in Iraq 
despite the discovery of the body 
of a Japanese backpacker killed by 
Islamic militants. 

Fingerprint tests proved the 
headless body found in Baghdad 
was Shosei Koda, 24, who had 
been held by militants demand- 
ing that Japan withdraw its 500 
troops from Iraq. Prime Minister 
Junichiro Koizumi called the killing 
a “brutal, inhuman act,” but vowed 
to stay the course in Iraq, (ap)

Officials: Arafat’s 
Health on Upswing 

No word yet on what’s ailing Palestinian leader 


P A R I S I Yasser Arafat telephoned his 
Palestinian colleagues, read tele- 
grams from well-wishing world 
leaders, ate cereal and sipped tea 
Sunday — signs that his health 
may be on the upswing following 
three days of urgent treatment for 
an undisclosed illness at a French 
military hospital. 

There was still no explanation 
for what caused the recent deteri- 
oration in his condition, although 
Palestinian officials say Arafat’s 
low blood platelet count is not due 
to leukemia. 

Doctors have not said what might 
be causing the deficiency, although 
Palestinian Foreign Minister Nabil 
Shaath said all types of cancer had 


been ruled out. However, no doc- 
tors or other specialists have pub- 
licly confirmed that conclusion. 

But 75 -year- old Arafat’s condi- 
tion has improved markedly since he 
was rushed Friday from his besieged 
Ramallah headquarters in the West 
Bank to the hospital southwest of 
Paris, Palestinians said. 

“He’s much better, he’s really 
much better, and he’s more cheer- 
ful,” Shaath said. “He’s less tired and 
we are awaiting a final assessment 
by the French doctors about the 
diagnosis.” larasukhtian (ap)

City Encourages Teens to Work Polls 


WASHINGTON I Teenagers in and 
around the nation’s capital may 
not be able to vote, but they can 
work on Election Day. 

The D.C. Board of Elections 
and Ethics has started a program 
in which 16 and 17 year old students 
can work four hours at polling plac- 
es in exchange for a $50 stipend or 
community service hours. 

“The idea of the program is we 
begin while they’re still in school. 


We get them familiar with the poll- 
ing place, voting equipment and how 
the process works,” said DCBOEE 
spokesman Bill O’Field. “We’re not 
only building voters, but we’ll also be 
building future poll workers.” 

As of late last week, DCBOEE 
was training 1,400 but needed 300 
more for Tuesday. According to the 
National Association of Secretaries 
of State, the age of the national aver- 
age poll worker is 72. (ap) 


Va. Latinos 
Worry Over 
Arrests 

Charged with loitering, 
11 immigrant workers 
may be deported soon 

WOODBRIDGE, VA. | Several Latino 
day laborers who were charged with 
loitering now face deportation, and 
some immigration advocates fear 
the incident has damaged the fragile 
trust between immigrants and local 
law enforcement officials. 

Prince William County police 
arrested 24 people outside a 
7-Eleven in Woodbridge on Oct. 
19. The loitering charge carries a 
$100 fine. But the penalty for many 
ended up being more severe : 11 of the 
workers couldn’t prove their identity 
and were transferred to federal cus- 
tody. They have been put in an adult 
detention center in Manassas and 
face deportation. 

The crackdown may discour- 
age immigrants from reporting 
crimes or working with detectives, 
advocates and police officials say. 
“This is exactly what immigrants 
were afraid of — a bunch of Latinos 
hanging out and the police come by 
and pick them up and refer them” 
to federal immigration agents, said 
Tim Freilich, managing attorney of 
the Virginia Justice Center, (ap)

Q Connecting from the Red 
Line to the Orange Line is 
a cliffhanger late in the evening. 
Often the Orange Line train leaves 
just seconds before the arrival of 
the Red Line, which can mean a 
20-minute wait for the next train. 
Can Metro delay the departure of 
the Orange Line so connecting rid- 
ers can make the transfer? 

A in short, no. The train sched- 
ule has some good connec- 
tions and some bad ones later in 
the evening due to the frequency 
of trains and the coordination of 
their movement through three 
major transfer points, said Jim 
Hughes, Metro’s planning director. 
Take your situation: As the eve- 


ning wears on. Red Line trains run 
15 minutes apart, while the Orange 
Line trains run 20 minutes apart, 
said Hughes — making for waits 
as nice as five minutes and as 
dreary as 15 minutes, which grow 
worse as delays enter the mix. 

Short of adding service late 
at night — for which there isn’t 
money in the budget — there’s not 
much that can be done to tighten 
the gap. And the number of riders 
then might not warrant the cost,

A Class Struggle 



JOB MARKET I When Liz Erk grad- 
uated from Northeastern in 1999, 
her Boston public relations firm 
told her she’d be a vice president 
in a few years. 

By 2001, Erk was unemployed. 
“It was a huge confidence breaker,” 
she said. 

The hopes of members of the 
class of 1999 were dashed. When 
the economy slumped in 2000, they 
faced layoffs and pay cuts. Five years 
later, many are struggling. 

College graduates were uniquely 
affected by the dot-com bust and 
the recession, partly because their 
expectations were warped by the 
booming 1990s, according to Jordan 
Goodman, author of “Everyone’s 
Money Book.” 

Many graduates flocked to the 
technology sector, which had been 
paying top dollar for the young and 
computer- savvy. 

“Things were being handed 
to them right out of college, in a 


way no generation had ever seen,” 
Goodman said. “They anticipated 
the boom, which was clearly a bub- 
ble, to go on forever.” 

To survive the workplace now, 
many young people have had to 
start over on the bottom rung 
— not exactly the position many 
expected to be in five years after 
graduation. 

According to Alexandra Levit, 


a Northwestern University grad- 
uate who recently wrote the book 
“They Don’t Teach Corporate in 
College,” her age group has aspi- 
rations that are “way out of whack 
with reality.” 

“They’re very innovative, very 
entrepreneurial. ... There’s a bit 
of a clash with managers, who are 
much more bureaucratic,” she said.

Hard, shiny computer animation gets organic with The Incredibles’ 


MAKING OF I Since the ground- 
breaking “Toy Story” in 1995, Pixar 
has set the bar for hit-making in 
computer animation, with a string 
of box-office behemoths including 
“A Bug’s Life,” “Monsters, Inc.” and 
“Finding Nemo.” 

That bar has now been raised 
with “The Incredibles,” as Pixar 
attempts its first comedy-adventure 
centered on human characters. 

Leading the expedition is a rel- 
ative CGI novice, director Brad 
Bird, best known for his delight- 
ful 1999 animated feature “The 
Iron Giant.” 

The title characters are a fam- 
ily of superheroes who have been 
forced to adopt ordinary identities 
and relocate to the suburbs. Bob 
Parr, the former Mr. Incredible 
(Craig T. Nelson), is now an insur- 
ance-claim adjuster living out a dull 
routine with his wife Helen (Holly 


Hunter as the onetime Elastigirl) 
and their three kids. After 15 years, 
the Incredibles are drawn back into 
action by the nefarious activities of 
Syndrome (Jason Lee). Samuel L. 
Jackson voices fellow superhero 
Frozone and Bird himself plays 
diminutive inventor Edna Mode. 

Bird is pleased with the journey 
he and his team have taken: “The 
agenda of the computer is it wants 
things to be small, weightless, plas- 
tic, perfectly smooth and incredibly 
clean. We wanted stuff to be heavy, 
soft, not perfectly smooth, dirty.” 

Bird began his career on tele- 
vision — as writer- director of the 
“Family Dog” segment on Steven 
Spielberg’s 1985 “Amazing Stories” 
series, as one of the founding cre- 
ative team for “The Simpsons,” and 
as executive consultant for Fox ani- 
mated series “The Critic” and “King 
of the Hill.” “The Iron Giant,” with 


its delightful evocations of 1950s 
pop culture and Cold War paranoia, 
was no hit, but turned out to be the 
perfect calling card for Pixar. 

Even though he’s embraced 
3D technology. Bird is surpris- 
ingly opinionated about the cur- 
rent dominance of computer ani- 
mation. “If you put your ear to the 
ground and hear the thundering 
hoofbeats, that’s the sound of a 
million bad CG movies coming 
our way. And you know what the 
reaction’s going to be when these 
things fail? Variety and trade ana- 
lysts are going to say: ‘Public Losing 
Fascination with CG.’ 

“It never was CG, and they’ve 
never lost fascination with 2D, 
either. You have to make a good 
movie and you have to sell it, and 
if you don’t do those two things 
you’re not going to succeed.” kevin

Darkness Falls 

Nick Cave divides 
his talent between 
sinister and mellow 

MUSIC I Nick Cave and the Bad 
Seeds still believe in down-and- 
dirty rock. 

But you’ll find it in an unlike- 
ly place on the group’s new double 
album, “Abattoir Blues/The Lyre of 
Orpheus” (Anti-). Billed as the mel- 
lower half of the release, “The Lyre of 
Orpheus” remains truer to the Bad 
Seeds’ sinister, smudged reputation, 
while Abattoir Blues,” the more rock- 
ing half, often lacks weight. 

Cave brought in a London gos- 
pel choir to pump up the songs on 
“Abattoir Blues.” They do the job 
on “Hiding All Away” as they chant 
with Cave amid the smashing cre- 
scendo, “There’s a war cornin’.” 

But “Messiah Ward” and the 
rock-lite of “Nature Boy” and “Let 
the Bells Ring” sound too clean 
and artificial, bereft of the sweat- 
soaked growlings that made earlier 
Bad Seeds records so gripping. 

“The Lyre of Orpheus” picks up 
that thread. The spare, folk-tinged

tunes don’t crowd Cave’s singing. 
Songs like “Spell” and the title track 
ring with a palpable menace. 

Cave’s vocals are the focal point 
on both discs. Mixing a guttural 
blues growl with theatrical phras- 
ings, it’s never clear what he’ll say 
next. Cave stays close to his favor- 
ite subjects here: death, dankness, 
beauty and myths (“You race naked 


through the wilderness/You torment 
the birds and the bees/You leapt into 
the abyss, but find/It only goes up 
to your knees...”). The lyrics alone 
make “Abattoir Blues/The Lyre of 
Orpheus” worth a listen. 

Despite a hollowness in some 
places, Cave and the band fill in 
the rest with classic grime.

Rookie Gets Best of the Patriots 


Roethlisberger, Steelers end 21-game win streak 


FOOTBALL I So much for a perfect 
week in New England sports, the 
Patriots’ chances for a perfect sea- 
son and the longest winning streaks 
in NFL history. 

Ben Roethlisberger, a rookie 
quarterback who seemingly doesn’t 
knowhow to lose, drove the Steelers 
to four scores following uncharac- 
teristic New England turnovers and 
Pittsburgh ended the Patriots’ two 
long winning streaks with a remark- 
ably easy 34-20 victory Sunday. 

The Patriots had won 21 straight 
counting the playoffs and a league - 
record 18 in a row in the regular sea- 
son, but were all but out of this one 
after Roethlisberger — still unbeat- 
en as an NFL starter — threw two 
touchdown passes to Plaxico 
Burress in the first quarter. 


Maybe all this winning was 
too much to ask of Boston-area 
teams. With running back Corey 
Dillon (knee) sitting out and Pro 
Bowl cornerback Ty Law (foot) 
sidelined, the Patriots’ winning 
streaks ended only four days after 
the Boston Red Sox won their first 
World Series in 86 years. 

With Tom Brady throwing two 
interceptions and losing a fumble. 
New England’s run ended with its 
first loss since a 20-17 defeat to 
Washington on Sept. 28, 2003. 

But Roethlisberger upped his per- 
sonal winning streak to 18.

Monitor adds another dimension to imaging 


COMPUTERS I Three-dimensional 
movies at home, without the silly 
glasses, has long been a science- 
fiction dream. 

The 3-D monitor is a flat-panel 
monitor from Sharp where the 
images deepen into the screen. 

The monitor isn’t cheap, but 
those who work with 3-D imag- 
ing maybe able to justify its $1,499 
price tag. Its “wow factor” will tempt 
computer and movie enthusiasts. 

Software enhances its capabili- 
ties so that any DVD is converted 
into a 3-D movie. 

Chris Yewdall at DDD Group, 
which developed the $99 soft- 
ware, said it works by looking at 
the colors of the scene, and how 


the scene changes with motion, to 
figure out how to add the missing 
dimension. 

It’s not perfect: Distant 
shots are sometimes treat- 
ed as if they’re close. 

Nonetheless, the 3-D 
DVD software is startling. 

Some might watch all their 
DVDs over again just to see 
what they’re like in 3-D. 

Turning on the screen’s 
3-D effect makes the image 
darker and muddier, and 
each eye may see a slight- 
ly distracting ghost of the image 
meant for the other eye. 

There is also a faint overlay of 
vertical lines on the screen. This is 


because Sharp’s technology adds a 
layer between the image -forming 
liquid- crystal layer and the back- 
light.

Dr. Dobbs and Physics Today. 

The 21- question test includes 
such brain twisters such as, “How 
many different ways can you color 
an icosahedron with one of three 
colors on each face?” and “On an 
infinite, two-dimensional rectangu- 
lar lattice of 1-ohm resistors, what 
is the resistance between two nodes 
that are a knight’s move away?” 

The test also includes more sub- 
jective requests such as, “Write a 
haiku describing possible methods 
for predicting search traffic season- 
ality” and “What is the most beauti- 
ful math equation ever derived?”

Could brain imaging 
help campaigns get 
into voter’s heads? 

Brain scanning is moving rapidly 
beyond diseases to measuring how 
we react to religious experiences, 
racial prejudice, even Coke versus 
Pepsi. This election season, some 
scientists are trying to find out 
whether such “neuromarketing” 
technology can help political con- 
sultants get inside voters’ heads. 

Functional magnetic resonance 
imaging, or fMRI, measures blood 
flow in the brain. When brain cells 
start firing in a part of the brain 
that governs a particular emotion 
or activity, they need more oxy- 
gen, which is carried by the blood. 
During an fMRI, active regions of 
the brain can be seen lighting up 
on a computer monitor. 

Last month, Drs. Joshua 
Freedman and Marco lacoboni 
of the University of California at 
Los Angeles finished scanning 


the brains of 10 Republicans and 
10 Democrats. Each viewed images 
of President George W. Bush, John 
Kerry and Ralph Nader. 

When viewing their favorite can- 
didate, all showed increased activity 
in the region implicated in empa- 
thy. And when viewing the opposi- 
tion, all had increased blood flow 
in the region where humans con- 
sciously assert control over emo- 
tions, suggesting the volunteers 
were actively attempting to dis- 
like the opposition. 

Nonetheless, some differences 
appeared between the brain activ- 


ity of Democrats and Republicans. 
One Democrat’s brain lit up at an 
image of Kerry “with a profound 
sense of connection, like a beauti- 
ful sunset,” Freedman said. Brain 
activity in a Republican shown an 
image of Bush was “more interper- 
sonal, such as if you smiled at some- 
one and they smiled back.” 

When voters were shown a Bush 
ad that included images of the Sept. 
11 attacks, the amygdala region of 
the brain — which lights up for 
most of us when we see snakes — 
illuminated more for Democrats 
than Republicans. The research- 



ers’ conclusion: At a subconscious 
level. Republicans were apparently 
not as bothered by what Democrats 
found alarming. 

Freedman came to political brain 
scanning through his brother, a con- 
sultant to President Bill Clinton. Tom 
Freedman asked his doctor brother 
if the technology could improve on 
how campaigns woo voters, an idea 
some find troubling.
